“(b) MINIMUM ANNUAL CONTRACT AWARDS.—Such
contract minimum purchase amount shall be based on

forecast needs but may not be for more than eighty per-
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cent of the annual average expenditures of airlift for the
prior d-year period. Unusually high demand years, such
as during a conflict, will normally be omitted to obtain
a more accurate forecast. Award amounts shall be divided
among said carriers proportional to their relative commit-
ments to the CRAF program.

“(¢) DISTRIBUTION OF AMOUNTS.

Should any of
the amounts set aside for the annual minimum airlift pur-
chase not be utilized to purchase actual transportation
from a carrier to whom said contract is awarded, such re-
mainder must be transferred to the carrier; however, pro-
portional adjustment shall be made for periods when serv-
ices from the carrier were unavailable for usage by the
Department of Defense, such as refused business, sus-
pended operations, or when the air carrier is placed in
non-use status pursuant to section 2640 of this title for
safety issues. If the cumulative annual purchases of actual
transportation services exceed the minimum annual con-
tract amount for a carrier, no additional amount will be
transferred.

“(d) MERGER OF FUNDS.—Amounts available to the
military departments for transportation equal to the pro-
portional share of usage by each military department shall
be transferred to the transportation working capital fund

to fund the award of said contracts. Each military depart-
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ment shall be entitled to obtain transportation of equal
value or transfer that entitlement to other military depart-
ments or Department of Defense units. Such transferred
value shall be merged with the appropriations of the re-
ceiving unit.”’.

A member of
the Board may be removed by the President.

(B) The three current members of the Department
of Defense Retirement Board of Actuaries and the De-
partment of Defense Education Benefits Board of Actu-
aries shall serve the remainder of their existing terms as
members of the Board pursuant to subparagraph (A).

(C) A member of the Board who is not otherwise an
employee of the United States is entitled to receive pay
at the daily equivalent of the annual rate of basic pay of
the highest rate of basic pay then currently being paid
under the General Schedule of subchapter IIT of chapter
53 of title 5, United States Code, for each day the member
18 engaged in the performance of duties vested in the
Board and is entitled to travel expenses, including a per
diem allowance, in accordance with section 5703 of title

(b) REPORT.—The Board shall report to the Sec-
retary of Defense annually on the actuarial status of the
Department of Defense Military Retirement Fund estab-
lished by section 1461 of title 10, United States Code, and
the Department of Defense Education Benefits Fund es-

tablished by section 2006 of title 10, and shall furnish
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its advice and opinion on matters referred to it by the Sec-
retary.

(¢) RECORDS.—The Secretary shall keep, or cause to
be kept, such records as necessary for determining the ac-
tuarial status of the Funds.

(d) DoD EpucaTioN BENEFITS FUND.—The Board
shall review valuations of the Department of Defense Edu-
cation Benefits Fund under section 2006(f) of title 10,
United States Code, and shall recommend to the President
and thereafter to the Congress such changes as in the
Board’s judgment are appropriate and necessary to pro-
tect the public interest and maintain the Department of
Defense Education Benefits Fund on a sound actuarial
basis.

This exemption shall be implemented in a manner
so as to not unduly restrict the public’s current level of
access to environmental impact statements, records con-
cerning healthcare activities, or other information essen-
tial to inform official decision-making concerning the
health and safety of the public.

(b) REQUIREMENT FOR SAFEGUARDING.—The De-
partment of Defense shall safeguard information con-
cerning weapons of mass destruction commensurate with
the sensitivity of the information concerned and shall take
all reasonable actions to ensure parties outside the Federal
covernment with whom the Department shares such infor-
mation safeguard it in the same manner.

(¢) APPLICATION OF STATE OR LOCAL DISCLOSURE

LLAWS.

Information subject to this section that the De-
partment has provided to state and local authorities shall
not be made available pursuant to any state or local law
requiring disclosure of information or records.

In this section:

(d) DEFINITIONS.
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(1) The term “‘weapon of mass destruction” has
the same meaning as given in the Defense Against
Weapons of Mass Destruction Act of 1996 (50
U.S.C. 2302).

(2) The term “information concerning weapons
of mass destruction’” means information that—

(A) would assist in developing, producing,
or using weapons of mass destruction or in
evading the detection or the monitoring of the
development, production, use, or presence of
weapons of mass destruction; or

(B) would disclose a vulnerability to the ef-
fects of a weapon of mass destruction; and

(C) has been determined to be currently
sensitive by an official designated as an Initial
Denial Authority for the Department of De-
fense component concerned pursuant to Depart-
ment of Defense Directive 5400.7-R, “DoD
Freedom of Information Act Program’”, Sep-
tember 1998, or successor directive.

Examples of such information could include informa-
tion that remains current and sensitive, such as but
not limited to, formulas and design descriptions of
lethal and incapacitating materials; maps, designs,

security/emergency response plans, and vulnerability
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assessments for facilities containing weapons of
mass destruction materials; studies of the effects
and possible methods of weaponization of weapons of
mass destruction materials; design details, capabili-
ties, and application of detection, surveillance, coun-
termeasures, and measurement equipment or plans;

United States Government evaluations of response

plans of state and local governments; and evaluation

of weapons of mass destruction dispersal systems or
methods.

(e) REPORTING.—Ninety days following the one-year
anniversary of the effective date of this section, the De-

“(1) the pay, allowances, clothing, subsistence,
oratuities, travel, and related expenses of personnel
of the National Guard of that State;

“(2) the operation and maintenance of the
equipment and facilities of the National Guard of
that State; and

“(3) the procurement of services and equip-
ment, and the leasing of equipment, for the National
Guard of that State.

“(b) CREDITING OF RECEIPTS.—Any funds received
by the Department of Defense as reimbursement for sup-

port provided by units or members of the National Guard
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under this section shall be credited, at the option of the
Secretary of Defense, to:
“(1) the appropriation, fund, or account to fund
the support; or
“(2) the appropriate appropriation, fund, or ac-
count currently available for such purpose.

“(¢) AcTIVITIES INCLUDED.—Defense support of
civil authorities activities authorized by subsection (a) in-
clude support provided for National Special Security
Events and other activities determined by the Secretary
of Defense as being eritical to national security such as:

“(d) WAIVER OF REIMBURSEMENT.—A Federal de-
partment or agency to which support is provided under
this chapter is not required to reimburse the Department

of Defense for such support if the Secretary of Defense

waives reimbursement. The Secretary of Defense may

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“(1) the support is provided in the normal
course of military training or operations; or

“(2) the support provided results in a benefit to
units or members of the National Guard providing
the support that is substantially equivalent to that
which would otherwise be obtained from military op-
erations or training.

“(e) REQUIREMENTS FOR REQUESTS.—Requests for

assistance from Federal departments or agencies under
this section shall be submitted to the Secretary of Defense.

Any such request shall include the following:

“(1) The specific support capability requested.

“(2) The duration of the requested support ac-
tivities.

“(3) A certification that the requested support
activities will be fully reimbursable.

“(4) A certification from the Governor of the
involved State(s) that the requested support will be
provided at a time when the personnel mvolved are
not in Federal service.

“(f) CHARACTERIZATION OF SERVICE.—AIl duty per-

24 formed under this section shall be considered to be full-
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time National Guard duty under section 502(f) of this
title.

“(g) DURATION.—The period for which support may
be provided to a Federal department or agency under this
section shall be limited to 180 days. When requested by
the head of a Federal department or agency, the Secretary
of Defense may, with the concurrence of the Governor of
the State, extend the period of time for an additional 90
days to meet extraordinary circumstances.
